5. (previously presented) The method of claim 21 wherein said protein is a polyethylene 
glycol-secretory leucocyte protease inhibitor adduct. 

6. (previously presented) The method of claim 21 wherein said proteins are crystalline. 

7. (previously presented) The method of claim 21 wherein said proteins are crosslinked. 

8. (previously presented) The method of claim 21 wherein said proteins are conjugated.
